port to the saloon extension-movement and 
help push it through; that the breweries 
would purchase the entire piece of land 
there at a high price. Exceptional prices 
were offered for single lots. 

The offer was an exceptional good one. 
The Cumming's people have no. special 
prejudice against saloons, neither are the? 
working for them. They had agreed to 
. remain neutral in the matter and they told 
the breweries they. intended to remain, by 
thedecwion.

"Bring back Private Herman LeRoy, 
dead or alive." 

These were the orders issued Monday at 
Fort Sheridan, when Provost Sergeant 
Murfree was informed that LeRoy," serving 
a two-year sentence for desertion, had 
locked his guard in a granary, broken his 
shackles and, escaped amid a shower of 
bullets. 

An hour later Private Mack Goodson aod 
John J. Sanford v negro troopers of the 
Ninth Cavalry, appeared at the post, bear- 
ing the lifeless body of the soldier. They 
hud found him unarmed, half a mile from 
the reservation, had cornered him in the 
loft of a barn aud shot him down- when he 
threatened to throw a stone at them, 

The body of LeRoy was placed in the 
post uiorgue nnd both of his captors were 
locked in the guardhouse. Private Joe 
Rhalagan, from whom the deserter hnd es-. 
caped, was also locked up and Major Ch'at- 
Fieltl quickly began an investigation. 

" LeRoy. a white man, is reported to have 
deserted from an army post in New York,' 
several years ago. He came to Chicago aod 
in spite of the hazard, secured employment 
in High wood, near Fort Sheridan; 'and. a 
place frequented by soldiers who might 
recognize him . He drove a delivery wagon 
for E. A.- /Welch, a. Highwood saloon-keeper, 
for nearly a year, and the fact that he hod 
deserted from -the V. S. army .became 
known to several of his acquaintances and 
his employer. 

LfRoy has a wife nnd child in Edge- 
water, nnd the separation from tbe*e is 
said to hnve'crealed in him, an intense; de- 
sire to regain his liberty. 

LeRoy found his opportunity to escape a 
few minutes before 5 o'clock, at which 
hour the prisoners nre returned to the 
guard bouse nnd locked up for the night. 
He had been working nt the granary empty- 
ing bags of oats. 

Just as the prisoner completed Iiib task 
he stepped quickly out, and before his guard 
hvid an, opportunity to interfere, bolted the 
door from the outside. Rhatagan, the 
guard, made a lunge at the door, when he 
saw that his prisoner had eluded him, but 
it withstood the strain and he woe held 
captive. Then he fired several phots to at- 
tract the attention of the other guards, 
who were., engaged only a short distance 
away. 

Mean waite LeRoy seized a stone and bat- 
tered the lock on one. of his leg* irons until 
it was broken and he was able to free his 
right foot. The lock on his left leg resist- 
ed his efforts, and, fearing to wait longer, 
he fastoned the other iron to his left foot 
and ran. 

While leaving the reservation one of. the 
guards Bred at him, but missed. Another 
took careful aim, resting his rifle on a pile 
of wood, but missed alio. -Before either 
could shoot again ,, the fugitive disappeared, 
behind some buildings. 
- LeRoy ran in the direction of ; the High- 
wood power-house and during bis flight, a 
care on the electric came along. , The fugi- 
tive hailed It and the molomian was slow- 
ing down when he saw the leg irons on the 
would-be passenger and surmising that 
he was an escaped. prisoner, turned on the 
power arid sped ahead.. 

Th? provost guard was turned out and 
LeRoy, seeking to hide himself in a barn, 
was discovered, and resisting arrest, was 
shot, the bullet piercing his heart.

Definition of Terms Employed. 

Section 1. llo It enacted by tho People of 
the Stale nt IIHnoln, represented In tho 
General - AMsemlity: Tho wonln ami 
tilirtuu'H mentioned In I Ills section ah used 
In tills Art and In proceedings pursuant 
hereto shall, unless tho namu ho I neon- 
alstent With the context, bo construed as 
follows:

All offenses defined or men- 
tioned In this Act may be prosecuted In 
any court of record having criminal 
jurisdiction, or the tines prescribed In 
thin Act may bo sued for and recovered 
beforo any court of Justice* nf the peace 
having Jurisdiction thereof. In tho nnmn 
of the People of the Stnto of Illinois; 
und In ensu of conviction the offender 
shall stand committed to the county Jail 
until the Judgment and costs are fully 
paid. 

Evidence, 

Sec. 17. In all prosecutions under this 
Act, by Indictment or otherwise, It shall 
not he necessary to state the kind of 
liquor Bold; nor to describe tho nlnce 
where sold: nor to show the knowledge 
of the principal to convict for tho acts 
of an agent or servant; nor to state tho 
name of nny person to whom liquor la 
sold: nor to set forth the facts showing 
that the required number of legal voters 
petitioned for the submission to tho voters 
of said proposition, nor that a majority 
of the legal voters voting- upon said 
proposition voted "Yes," but it shall be 
sufficient to state In that regard thut the 
net complained of took place in an Anil- 
Saloon Territory or district. Tho Issuance 
of an Interna] revenue special lax stump 
or receipt by the United States to any 
person as a wholesale or retail dealer 
in liquors or In malt liquors at nny 
place within territory which, at the time 
of the Issuance thereof. Is Anti-Saloon 
Territory, shall be prima fuclu ■ evidence 
of the suic of Intoxicating liquor by such 
person Ht such place, or ttfc any place 
of business of such person within such 
territory where such stamp or receipt 
Is posted, nnd at the time charged In any 
suit or prosecution under this Act: Pro- 
vided, Such time Is within tho life of 
such ntnmp or receipt. 

Exceptions: Druggists and Manu- 
facturers. 

Sec. 13. Nothing In this Act shall bo 
construed to forbid or prevent the sale 
within Ant l -Saloon Territory by druggists 
to' whom permits or licenses therefor 
have bean duly granted In the manner 
provided by law, of liquor for medicinal, 
mechanical, sacramental and chemlcai 
purposes only, not to bo drunk upon the 
premises tinder any circumstances, so 
long as such druggist In good faith shall 
keep a true und an exact record In a 
book, which he shall provide for the pur- 
'poso, in which shall bo entered ut tho 
time of every* salo of \ Intoxicating liquor 
mado by him or In or about his place 
of business to all persons whomsoever, 
the date of such sale, the name of the 
purchaser, and his residence (stating the 
street and house number If there be 
such), tho quantity and kind' of such 
liquor und the purpose for which the 
same Is sold, nnd so long as such drug- 
gist shall keep such bonk open to thn 
full and free Inspection of the poller and 
all public officers elected and appointed 
and ' their deputies and agents during 
business hours. Nothing In this Act shall 
bo construed to forbid or prevent tho 
sale of intoxicating liquor for the period 
of thirty days next after the vote shall 
have been taken In the Antl-Snloon Ter- 
ritory thereby created, according to thn 
terms of a dram shop or other municipal 
license theretofore regularly Issued In 
good faith according to law. Any por- 
tion of u dram shop or other municipal 
license fee which Bhnl) have beon paid 
and which shall represent the unexpired 
period for which said dram shop or othei' 
municipal license wan Issued after the 
political subdivision In which such drain 
shop Is located shall have become Antl- 
Baloon Territory, shall be refunded by 
the municipality receiving the same. 
Nothing in this Act shall bo construe! 
to forbid or prevent the sale at whole- 
sale, by a manufacturer who manufac- 
tures from the raw materials of the pro- 
duct of bin own manufactory located 
within Ant I -Saloon Territory for delivery 
outside the limits of such territory. 

Election Contests. 

•Sec. 19. Any live legal voters of any 
political subdivision In which an election 
shall have been held ns provided for In 
thin Act, may, within ten days after the 
canvass of the returns of nuch election 
nad upon llllng a bond for cants, contest 
the validity of such election by filing u 
verified petition In the county court of 
the county In which such political sub- 
division Is shunted, netting forth the 
grounds for the contest. Upon the llllng 
of such petition a summons shall forth- 
-with Issue from such court add reused In 
cases of un election In a town, city, or 
village, to tho town, city, or village clerk 
us the cu!-,e may be; und In other eases 
to the cnunty board, notifying uuch clerk 
or board of the filing of such petition 
and directing him or It to appear In such 
court nn behalf of such political sub- 
division- nt tho time named In the sum- 
mons, which time tvhjUl he pot less than 
live nnr more than iltteen days after tho 
tiling of such petition. The procedure |n 
auch cases shall bo the saino ns that 
provided by law for the contesting of an 
election upon n subject which nlmll have 
boon ifiihtiifited (n a voto uf the people, 
so far as applicable, The county court 
shall huvo Hunt Jurisdiction to hear and' 
determine tho merits of such cases. Any 
legal valor Inthq political subdivision 
In which such election shall have been 
held may appear In person, or by at- 
torney, in any such contested olucUto 
enw In, defense of- the validity, of wnJb 
olcetloii. ■ . . '-,.

THE PERCHEROH STALLION 
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Best comes at last. After a short illness 
Mrs. Laura Fiddler passed into tbe rest of 
Paradise on Friday, May 17, 1907. 

She was born in Hesse Darmstadt, Ger- 
many, June 26, 182C. At the age of 14 
she was converted. She was for years a 
consistent member of the Lutheran Com- 
munion, though later in life she believed in 
the Methodist church.^ She was married to 
John Fiddler February 26, 1844. Twelve 
children were born to them. 

In 1854 they came to America and settled 
in Lake County, Illinois. In 1805 Mr. 
Fiddler purchased a farm in'the town of 
Antioch where tbey lived twenty-three 
years. 

' In the fall of 1688 Mr. Fiddler sold his 
form and moved into Bristol, Kenosha 
county, Wis., where he* purchased another 
farm which has since bpen their home. 

When the Civil War broke out volunteers 
were called for. Three sons of Mrs. 
Fiddler irave their life for their country. 
Henry enlisted in tbe 39lb Illinois Jan: 24, 
1804, and was killed Aug. 10, 1804, at 
Deep Run, Va. John enlisted In Company 
C 96th Illinois Infantry from Avon, III. 
He was first wounded in the hand or arm 
at Cbickamauga and immediately after- 
ward be was struck by a second bullet and 
killed outright. He was the . first man 
killed in the Company. After a year 
another hod, Conrad, enlisted in Company 
GOtb Illinois Cavalry, from Antioch Feb. 
22, 1865, and died at East Port, Mississippi, 
May 22, 1865, accidental wounds, 

A few "years later Frederick and Frank 
were called to their final resting place. 

This wus a serious loss to Mrs. Fiddler 
though s hi- "sorrowed not as those without 
hope," - This revere trial brought out with 
more brilliancy the Christian graceB of 
her life and drew' her more^closely to that 
spirit land from which no traveller returns. 

She is survived by a husband, seven 
children. Christian, , George, Mrs. Mary 
Parks', Robert, Elizabeth, Ida and Henry, 
and three grandchildren. 

Her character was one in .which all the 
spirit shown out more permanently. She 
possessed a noble and generous nature. 

These words she often repeated and were 
read by Rev. J, L. Sizer: "When a few 
years ore come, then 1 shall go tbe way 
whence I shall not return." Job 16: 22. , 

The fnneral was held at the, home Mon- 
day morning, May 20, and Interment made 
nt Lake Villa, HI.

ip I racy— Complete Vietory for 
Attorney General Had ley. 



Jefferson City, Mo,— Judge Robor 
A. Anthony, appointed by tho supromt 
court of Missouri to talto tes- 
timony in the suit begun by Attorney 
General Hhdloy against tho Slaudard 
Oil coin puny, the Watcra-Plerco Oil 
company and the Republic Oil com- 
pany, charging a conspiracy, Friday 
reported that tho three companies en- 
tered an nRrci-niont to control prices. 
Ho vecomnieiuls that tholr charters bo 
revoked and thnt thoy bo barred from 
the state, nnd holds that tho supremo 
court has tho authority to make tho 
ruling of ouster. 

The findings sustain all tho conten- 
tions of Attornoy General Hadley In 
tho petition filed with tho court Tho 
report will be rovlowed by tho su- 
premo court It may affirm tho find- 
ings or remand tho case with direc- 
tions for further proceedings. 

Attornoy General Hadley filed tho 
suit in tho. supreme court two years 
ago, charging that the Standard Oil 
company, tho Waters-Pierce Oil com- 
pany and tho Ropubllc.Oll company 
were in a trust and wore patties to 
a conspiracy to control tho price of 
oil and petroleum products in Mis- 
souri, and to limit and prevent compe- 
tition In tho oil business. 
' Judge Anthony of Prederlcktown, 
Mcv was appointed by the supreme 
court to take testimony and roport 
bis finding to the court More than a 
year hns been occupied In the taking 
of tho testimony, wltnesseg having 
been examined in New York, St.- Louis 
nnd other cities. 

In his report to the court 'Judge An- 
thony reviews in detail the testimony 
showing the organization and conduct 
of the companies. Ho reports to the 
court that the ovldeaco shows that In 
1001 tho Standard, Waters-Pierce and 
Republic Oil companies entered Into 
an agreement, which continued to ex- 
ist up to the time of tho filing of tho 
Bult r ,for the purpose of fixing and con- 
trolling tho prices to bo paid by retail 
dealers nnd others In Missouri for the 
products of petroleum, and to limit . 
and prevent competition In tho busi- 
ness oT buying and selling oil. 

If tho report Bhould ho affirmed and 
the findings of the commhj»tDfteradopt- 
cd by tho courts. the'eourt wlTifcffrr*-v 
bavo power tij'takojfrom tho Waters- 
Fierce OH company, which 1b a Mis- 
souri corporation, fis franchise rights 
ns a corporation. /With regard to tho 
Standard and Republic companies, 
both of which are foreign corporations, 
the court would have power to cancel 
their right to do business in Missouri. 
The court may impose fines on tho de- 
fendants.

More San Francisco Indictments. 

Son Francisco, — Six moro million- 
aires aad multimillionaires, some. of 
them well known throughout tho coun- 
try, fell under the accusation of the 
01 Ivor grand jury Saturady, when that 
body, Just before an adjournment till 
Juno 10, returned X4 indictments Joint- 
ly against G. H. Umbsen, J. E. Green 
and W. I. Brobeck, charging them 
with attempted bribery of public offi- 
cials, and 14 indictments jointly 
against Frank G. Drum, Eugene .Do 
Snbla and John Martin, charging them 
with bribery, of public officials.' With 
the former group Abraham Ruef, the 
fallen political boas of San Francisco, 
was Jointly Indicted.'; with the latter 
group Ruef. and Mayor Schmitz. ' 

In all 28 indictments wore found 
Saturday containing 126 counts and 
calling for ball bonds In the total sum

Los Angeles, Cal, — A fiendish train 
wrecklns plot was perpetrated near 
here Wednesday' that resulted In the 
death of one man aad tho injury of 
22 persons, four of whom aro dying. 

Train No. 20, ono of the' Southern 
Pacific's const lino flyers, due here at 
nlno o'clock Tuesday night, vhb. hurl- 
ed from tho tracks on a trestla at 
West Glcadalo, ton miles north- of 
here, at 12:30 a. m. Wednesday by the 
deliberate work of murderous train 
wreckers. Sovon cars plunged' off the 
trestle, while the train was. making 40 
miles an hour, falling 1C feet to tho 
.bottom of a gulch. 

At the Southern Pacific general of- 
fices la this city notices were posted 
offering ?10,000 Tor the arrest and con- 
viction of the person or persons re- 
sponsible for the wreck. Tho offlcJalB 
announced that thoy had no clew 
whatovor. 

In accomplishing tho wreck of the 
trnin, which was the "Coast Lino Lim- 
ited," u devilish Ingenuity was exer- 
cised. At a point on a trestle over tho 
Arroyo Scco tho fishplates nnd bolts 
of two connecting rails on the south- 
bound track had been removed, and 
in tho apertures whence tho bolts 
wore taken strands of heavy wlro 
were fastened at the ond of each rail. 

From tho appearance of tho track 
after tho wreck It was evident that 
same person hidden on a hillside close 
to the -trestle had pulled the wire as 
the train approached and spread the 
rails outward toward tho edge of tha
